BREEDS SNAKES TO SEL L . 


l b« P e c uli a r Disco very M a de by aw E n g ­ 
l ish m a n In India. 
The bounty given by the Indian gov­ 
ernment for snakes’ heads in order to 
exterminate these reptiles lias led to a 
few of the dishonest natives breeding 
them for a living. 
An Englishman recently traveling 
through central India made a peculiar 
discovery . 
In the heart of a dense jungle he 
am© across a rude hut, and close at 
hand was a large pit covered with a 
tight fitting wooden oover. 
He found 
the occupants of the iiut, two disreputa­ 
ble looking natives, and asked them the 
meaning of the peculiar pit. 
They informed him that they were 
breeders of snakes and pas them in the 
pit, the bottom of which was covered 
over with dried grass and leaves. 
They kept the snakes there some six 
months, feeding them on all kinds of 
small anim als and birds. 
They then filled a large earthen pot 
with poisonous herbs, lighted it, low­ 
ered it into the pit and secured the 
tight fitting wooden cover, and thus 
smothered the reptiles. 
The cover was allowed to remain on 
for a few days. It was then removed and 
the snakes were taken out by means of a 
long pole with a spike at the end of it. 
Their heads were then cut off, and 
one of the rogues set out for the nearest 
government agency to obtain the beau­ 
ty , w hile the other one caught fresh 
snakes for the pit. 
The snakes very often devoured one 
another, but the mothers generally man­ 
aged to bring up their y oung, though it 
was a marvel they bred at all in such 
a place, it being, one would think, con­ 
trary to their nature.—London Corre­ 
spondence.

Few men in this country a re more in­ 
terested in a business way in ra ilwa y 
freights than George H. Pa ge, of the 
Anglo-Swias Condensed Milk factory . 
Re has such a plain, forcible wa y of 
ex pressing himself tha t our rea ders 
will be interested in wha t he has to 
say upon tha t subject in the following 
letter, which ex pla ins itself:

G e n t l e m e n : —W e a re In receipt of 
y our favor of Februa ry 14, enclosing a 
copy of Sena te bill No. 3354, recently 
introduced by Sena tor Cullotn, to a mend 
certa in sections of the act to regula te 
intersta te commerce. 
It is a fact which ha s become notori­ 
ous tha t the (» resent intersta te com ­ 
merce law has never been enforced, 
even not before the Supreme court 
curta iled the powers of the com m is­ 
sion. which they supposed they pos­ 
sessed under the powers of the law. 
T he non-enforcement of law tea ches 
disrespect for all law. 
The law was an ex periment. 
It was 
worth a trial; but tho enforcement of 
the law- ha ving failed from the start, 
(he law should not ha ve been prolonged 
over three y ears. 
In other words, the 
law should ha ve been repealed as ea rly 
as 1 8 9 0 . 
W e do not know tha t there is more 
freight rate discrimina tion in favor of 
certain shippers to the injury of others, 
now, than before the Act was passed, 
but the law, though not designed to en­ 
coura ge such discrimina tion, ha s un­ 
doubtedly called into utmost a ctivity 
more uncommon wits of the common 
ca rriers than they ever drea med of 
possessing prior to the ena ctment of 
the law. 
11 is stated tha t the puriose of the 
proposed a mendments of the Rill is to 
furnish a means of enforcing the law 
a ga inst unrea sona ble rates and 
unjust 
discriminations. 
W e believe tha t it is not within the 
power of the Ba ited Sta tes Govern­ 
ment to put a stop to discrimina tion in 
freight rates. 
W e believe tha t the 
common ca rriers are of the sa me opin­ 
ion. 
The underta king is so big as to 
be bey ond the power of human aceom- 
lRhrnent. 
It is supposed tha t a single 
Commission, 
backed 
up 
with 
law 
enough, will be a ble to correct tho 
freight rates of nea rly half the ra il­ 
wa y s of the g lo b e. It must not be for­ 
g o tte n that the more law the more ta l­ 
ent there will bo brought to bear to 
boat it. and the more interesting the 
g a u e bocomes. 
In cases of discrimina ­ 
tio n in ru to s, t h e present law impost» -, a 
penalty , both upon the common carrier 
and upon the shipper in whose favor 
the discrimina tion is made. This pra c­ 
tically closes to the Commission the 
sources of information, thus the law 
defoats its own enforcement. 
1 he ex tent of the undertaking a p­ 
pears to be bey ond mental grasp. 
No 
one would ex pect the Secretary of the 
Treasury , aided by a single office boy , 
to successfully conduct the depa rtment, 
The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
if continued, should be orga nized on a 
scale as ex tensive as the work imposed 
upon it. 
When this is done, the Trea s­ 
ury Depa rtment will become a sma ll 
aff air by comparison.

The hou rs of the forenoon today 
were dev oted in the North Side schools 
to an ex hibition of the desk work in 
the v ariou s departments, by a display 
on desks and walls of the recent ex am 
ination papers with samples of actu al 
ex ercises in the v ariou s lines of stu dy . 
P arents and friends of the pu pils and 
the pu blic generally who are su pposed 
to be interested in the edu cation of the 
rising generation, were inv ited to in­ 
spect these. 
The ex hibition was re­ 
m arkably interesting and a mu ch bet­ 
ter gau ge of the gradu al dev elopment 
of the pu pils, and of the methods by 
which th a t dev elopment is attained, 
than is the u su al class day ex ercises. 
T h e T el eg r a p h reporter felt re­ 
paid for an ex ceedingly debilitating 
walk throu gh the heat of the day , by 
the hou r spent in the cool and pleasant 
rooms of the North Side school bu ild­ 
ings. 
A teacher was present in each 
of the rooms, who appeared more than 
pleased to show attention to v isitors 
and to point ou t to them the ex cellen­ 
cies of the v ariou s ex hibits. 
T h e 
room to the right, on the first 
floor of the main school bu ildings oc- 
u pied by the First P rim ary d e pa rtm e nt,, 
consisting of the little people who are 
taking their first steps u p the hill of 
knowledge u nder the leadership of th a t 
ex perienced gu ide of childish footsteps, 
Mrs. 
Holbrook. 
T he children here 
range from six to eight y ears, and are 
div ided into two classes—A and B. 
It 
is rem arkable th a t at this early age 
the children are tau ght the u se of the 
pencil in writing and in drawing from 
natu ral objects. 
By the sy stem of 
v ertical penmanship, now in u se in the 
schools, 
their 
ehirography , thou gh

kept copy -books show ev ident care. 
T heir elementary work in spelling ar d 
arithmetic is ail written ou t in a large, 
rou nd, 
u pright 
hand.

leav e this departm ent they are also 
tau g h t the elements of the proper u se 
of langu age in a practical way . 
The

grades the drawing cov ers a wide scope, 
and Mis? Jeanette Rosbrook ev idently 
su cceeds in secu ring from those u nder 
her care their best efforts.

It was iu J anuary, 1894, that the 
civil war in Brazil was co ming to a cli­ 
max iu the harbo r at Rio . 
Admiral da 
Gama o f the insurgents was iu the har­ 
bo r with several ships-o f-war. The go v­ 
ernment held the city, but while the in­ 
surgent admiral held the water no ship­ 
ping canid go up to the fro nt as lo ng as 
be said it co uldn’t, and he said no . 
Vario us go vernments were affected by 
this embargo —“ blo ckade’’ the admiral 
called it. 
Great Britain was co ncerned 
chiefly, but the United States was a 
go o d seco nd, with'Germany and o ther 
natio ns us well. 
Euro pe lo o ked to America to do so me­ 
thing in the matter and was naturally 
diffident abo ut interfering iu family 
ro ws o n this side o f the water. 
At last 
Admiral Bo nham was sent do wn to take 
charge o f the United States fleet iu Rio 
harbo r. The flagship was the San Fran­ 
cisco , and o n Snnday, Jan. 28, Admiral 
Beubam called 
011 his captains to co me 
abo ard. 
Amo ng them was Co mmander 
Bro wn so n o f the Detro it. It is said that 
after the co nference this co mmander 
came back to his ship smiling. Ho wever 
that may be, he certainly smiled next 
mo rning. J ust after 5 o ’clo ck that even­ 
ing— it was calm as co uld be, almo st— 
the Yankee naval ships were seen to be 
The canvas awnings fadud 
away, and in the night certain so unds 
were heard abo ard them, at which vari­ 
o us listeners put their hands cup shaped 
behind their ears to listen harder. 
On 
the mo rning o f the 29th there was a 
change iu the appearance o f the Yankee 
fleet. 
It had taken o ff its co at, waist­ 
co at and shirt, so to speak, and was just 
eying itself w hen day dawned to see 
ho w go o d its training hud been. 
The insurgent ships Aquidaban and 
Tamandare were up the bay abo ve Yi- 
ana island with 
their cables sho rt, 
ready to trip. 
The Trajano and Guana- 
barn, as well as the fleet 
i t armed tugs, 
were cro wded with men fro m the gar­ 
riso ns o f Co bras and Yiliegaigo n. 
The 
Eiberdade flew the little blue ensign, 
fo r Admiral de Gama was abo ard her, 
lying with the Trajano and Guanabara 
no rth o f Encbado a island, a few yards 
fro m the American bark Amy, o ne o f 
the bo ats kept o ut by the blo ckade. The 
Parahyba was lying with its teeth, so 
to speak, at the thro at o f the Yankee 
barkenfcine Go o d News. 
Co mmander Bro wn so n o n tbe Detro it 
go t his ship under way, having ho isted 
ancho r at 6 o ’ekx’k, and headed to ward 
the city between Enchado s and Co bras 
islands. 
Her crew was at her guns, 
and as eager a lo t o f men as o ne co uld 
see anywhere at that time. 
T ie ancho r 
go t l’o uled in the Detro it’s hi wse ho le, 
and that v.as ample excuse fu" pro ceed­ 
ing 
slo w y, which 
was 
co nvenient, 
while a co uple o f insurgent tugs made 
a sputter at the no rthern litto ral o f the 
city, as they had been do ing a lo ng 
time. 
After a co uple o f men had been 
killed abo ard the tugs they drew’ hack, 
and the Detro it, with everything clear, 
ro unded Enchado s ’island and 
came 
alo ng starbo ard side to starbo ard o f the 
Trajano . The men lo o ked thro ugh their 
sights and then 
up at Co mmander 
Bro wnso n o n the bridge. 
The sto ry o f 
what they saw is a traditio n in the 
navy no w and always will he so lo ng as 
men like Bro wnso n are iu co mmand. 
The co mmander was smiling. 
A man o n the Trajano ruined a mus­ 
ket and fired a bullet o ver the heads o f 
sailo rs pulling away in a bo at with a 
line fro m the Amy to a ship at ancho r 
that the Amy might be warped to the 
fo rbidden do cks. 
Two heavy insurgent 
tugs came aro und with their rams 
po inted at the side o f the Detro it. 
On 
the San Francisco the red flag o f battle 
bad been run up to the fo re truck in 
sto ps. 
A quartermaster sto o d with his 
band o n the halyards eager to break it 
o ut, with his eyes iixed o n the admiral, 
who was lo o king at the Detro it fo r the 
sign which wo uld cause him to give the 
quartermaster tbe o rder so ardently de­ 
sired. 
When the insurgent sho t was fired, 
Co mmander Bro wnso n tvfrned to tbe 
gunner at a o ne po under, and with a 
scarcely perceptible increase 
(if 
the 
smile o rdered the man to sho o t into the 
Trajano at the water line six feet abaft 
the stem. 
The o rder was misunder­ 
sto o d, and tbe sho t went acro ss the in­ 
surgents’ 
ho w. 
Thereupo n 
Captain 
Bro wnso n hailed: 
“ Trajano , aho y!” he sho uted. 
“ If 
yo u fire again, 1 will return the fire, 
and if yo u persist I will sink yo u.” 
Tbe Trajano ’« crews were excited. If 
a nervo us finger had pulled a trigger, 
the fight wo uld have been o n. 
But the sho t did no t so und. The sail­ 
o rs o n the A m y’s yawl waited to see 
what they were to do next. 
“ Yo u go ahead, ” Co mmander Bro wn­ 
so n sho uted, “ and I’ll pro tect yo u!” 
The sailo is went. 
“ Aim at the Guanabara!” o rdered 
Co mmander Bro wnso n. And the greasy 
black muzzles o f the Detro it’s bro adside 
and tbe two pivo t guns swung aro und, 
lo o king bigger and bigger every mo ­ 
ment, till they sto pped, leveled at the 
cruiser. 
One particularly nervo us gun 
crew abo ard the insurgent was co nspicu­ 
o us, 
Co mmander Bro wnso n waved his 
band, with a half smile, and this crew 
fell back. 
Then tbe Yankee ships led the way 
to tbe do cks, w ith o ther ships cro wding 
in w ith them, and after awhile the re­ 
bellio n co llapsed.
